I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Committee  the  report  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  the  year  1947. 

In  the  first  part,  I  show  the  statement  of  expenses  for  the 
fiscal  year  1947-1948;  in  the  second  part,  I  make  certain  com¬ 
mentaries  in  connection  with  the  demographic  movement  and  the 
development  of  certain  contagious  diseases;  finally,  in  the  third  part 
of  this  report,  I  explain  certain  improvements  made  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  during  the  year  1947. 

Then,  follow  the  several  reports  from  the  different  divisions 
and  sections  of  the  Department  of  Health. 


STATEMENT  OF  EXPENDITURES 
Year  1947-48 


I  must  note  that  the  fiscal  year  does  not  correspond  with  the 
calendar  year,  as  it  now  begins  on  May  first  of  each  year  to  end  on 
April  30th  of  the  following  year. 

Consequently,  expenditures  mentioned  in  the  following  table 
correspond  with  the  new  fiscal  year  adopted  by  the  City  while  the 
rest  of  the  annual  report,  the  reports  from  divisions,  tables,  etc., 
are  still,  as  in  the  past,  based  on  the  calendar  year. 
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The  total  expenditures  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  the 
fiscal  year  1947-48  were  $1,395,705.77,  divided  as  follows:

POPULATION 

The  figure  of  Montreal’s  population  evaluated  by  the  assessor 
of  the  City  for  1947  is  1,122,925.  This  figure  is  the  “de  facto” 
population,  including  the  permanent  population  and  the  Boating 
population,  composed  of  persons  residing  in  the  City  since  less  than 
one  year. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  demographic  statistics,  to  set  birth 
and  mortality  rates  for  the  population  resident  in  Montreal  alone, 
we  have  to  take  as  basis  the  “de  jure”  population,  which  is  the 
population  resident  in  Montreal,  leaving  aside  the  Boating 
population. 

For  1947,  as  at  July  1st,  the  “de  jure”  population  of  Montreal 
is  calculated  and  set  at  1,021,000  by  the  demographer  of  the 
Department  of  Health.  In  this  estimate,  he  has  taken  as  a  basis, 
firstly,  the  results  of  the  federal  decennial  census,  taking  into 
account  the  following  factors:  natural  increase  of  population, 
immigration  and  emigration. 

All  figures  published  in  this  report,  except  when  otherwise 
stated,  have  been  calculated  after  eliminating  the  non-residents 
and  including  persons  resident  in  Montreal,  who  have  been  born 
or  have  died  elsewhere. 


NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  POPULATION 


This  figure  is  arrived  at  by  calculating  the  surplus  of  births 
over  deaths. 
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The  surplus  of  births  over  deaths  in  1947  was  14,022,  as  against 
an  average  of  10,205  for  the  ten  years  from  1937-1946,  showing  an 
increase  of  3,817  for  the  year  1947. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  gives  a  rate  of  13.7  per 
1,000  population  for  1947.

BIRTH  RATE 

The  number  of  births  in  1947  totalled  23,691,  compared  with 

23,555  in  1946,  showing  an  increase  of  136  births  over  the  preceding 

year. 

Though  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  the  rate 
per  1,000  inhabitants  is  23.2,  a  decrease  of  0.2  over  the  preceding 
year  and  an  increase  of  0.7  over  the  average  for  the  five  years  1942- 
1946  and  of  1.8  over  the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years. 
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Table  II  shows  a  comparison  between  the  number  and  rate  of 
births  for  1947,  with  those  of  the  ten  previous  years,  taken  separately 
and  in  five  and  ten-year  periods.

MARRIAGE  RATE 

The  number  of  marriages  in  1947  was  11,176;  there  were  11,669 
in  1946,  thus  there  was  a  decrease  of  493  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  proportion  per  1,000  population  is  10.9  for  1947,  compared 
with  11.6  for  1946,  a  decrease  of  0.7  over  the  preceding  year,  a 
decrease  of  0.4  over  the  average  for  the  five  years  from  1942-1946 
and  of  0.5  over  the  average  of  the  ten  years  between  1937-1946. 
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Table  III  gives  a  comparison  of  the  rate  and  number  of  mar¬ 
riages  in  1947  with  those  of  the  ten  previous  years,  yearly  and  in 
five  and  ten-year  periods.

DEATH  RATE 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1947  totalled  9,669,  compared  to 
9,767  in  1946,  or  a  decrease  of  98  deaths  over  the  previous  year. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  per  1,000  population  in  1947  was  9.5; 
it  was  9.7  in  1946,  showing  a  decrease  of  0.2  over  the  preceding  year. 

Table  IV  shows  the  trend  of  the  death  rate  since  1937  for  each 
year  and  for  five  and  ten-year  periods.

PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  GENERAL  MORTALITY 

The  diseases  caused  by  degeneration:  those  of  the  heart,  cancer 
and  nephritis  are  the  three  main  causes  of  death  during  1947.  Heart 
diseases  (90-95)  show  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year,  with  a 
rate  of  262.0  as  compared  with  249.1  in  1946.  Cancer  and  nephritis 
show  a  slight  decrease  with  respective  rates  of  143.4  and  119.5, 
in  1947,  against  144.9  and  120.4  in  1946. 

Tuberculosis,  mortality  from  accidents,  pneumonias,  cerebral 
hemorrhage  with  or  without  arterio-sclerosis,  show  a  decrease. 
Other  causes:  neo-natal  diseases  and  diabetes  have  increased. 
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For  the  third  consecutive  year  in  the  health  history  of  Montreal, 
the  rate  of  general  mortality  in  our  City,  9.5  per  1,000  population, 
is  below  10  per  1,000  population. 

The  general  death  rate  for  residents  of  Montreal  is  quite  low 
if  we  consider  the  risks  to  which  they  are  exposed.  The  increasingly 
cosmopolitan  character  of  the  population  which  invades  our  metro¬ 
polis,  overcrowding  in  dwellings,  contacts  with  germ  carriers,  all  are 
factors  which  tend  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  public.

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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

The  number  of  maternal  deaths  in  1947  was  38,  compared 
with  39  in  1946;  it  was  81  in  1937. 

The  death  rate  of  maternal  mortality  per  1,000  births  in  1947, 
in  Montreal,  was  1.6,  the  same  as  in  1946.  In  1937,  the  rate  was  4.7. 

Table  VI  that  follows  shows  decreases  of  the  death  rate  since 
1937,  from  4.7  to  1.6,  a  very  appreciable  decline  of  3.1  within  the 
course  of  10  years.

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Causes  of  maternal  mortality 

The  principal  causes  of  maternal  mortality  are  divided  into 
two  categories,  as  shown  in  the  following  table.  We  enumerate  first 
the  causes  attributable  to  pregnancy  itself  in  order  of  incidence: 
toxaemia  (0.38),  infection  (0.13);  those  occurring  during  or  after 
child-birth:  hemorrhages  (0.34),  infection  or  septicemia  (0.25), 
toxaemia  (0.21),  other  diseases  and  accidents  (0.21). 

The  number  of  deaths  among  pregnant  women  from  toxaemia 
seems  to  indicate  lack  of  pre-natal  care.  Abortion  is  one  of  the 
principal  causes  of  infection  during  pregnancy.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1947  among  children  under 
one  year  of  age  totalled  1,292,  compared  to  1,160  in  1946,  showing 
an  increase  of  132  deaths. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  54.5  in  1947,  compared 
to  49.2  in  1946,  showing  an  increase  of  5.3.

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Deaths  among  illegitimate  children 

The  high  death  rate  of  illegitimate  children  has  the  effect  of 
keeping  the  general  infant  death  rate  very  high  in  Montreal. 

Table  IX  shows  the  difference  between  the  death  rates  among 
legitimate  children,  which  is  51.1  per  1,000  live  births  and  that  of 
illegitimate  children,  which  reaches  123.9  per  1,000  live  births  for 
1947. 

Mortality  among  illegitimate  children  has  shown  an  increase 
compared  with  1946:  the  rate  of  123.9  per  1,000  live  births  in  1947 
compares  with  113.4  in  1946,  an  increase  of  10.5.

This  table  shows  that  premature  delivery  stands  in  first  place. 
Congenital  causes  taken  together:  premature  births,  congenital 
malformation,  congenital  debility  and  other  diseases  of  new-born 
babies  give  a  total  of  26.0;  their  total  reaches  618,  or  47.8  of  deaths 
at  this  age.  Pneumonia  decreased  to  fifth  place,  with  6.4.  Diarrhea 
and  enteritis  account  for  12%  of  deaths,  an  increase  of  5.9%  over 
the  preceding  year.

For  1947,  the  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  due  to  diarrhea 
and  enteritis  was  6.5,  compared  with  3.0  in  1946,  an  increase  of 
3.5  per  1,000  live  births.

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DIVISION  OF  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

1947  was  exceptionally  good  from  a  morbidity  point  of  view  as 
well  as  mortality  attributable  to  contagious  diseases  which  have 
never  been  registered  at  such  a  low  rate:  9,587  cases.  Only  36  deaths 
were  attributable  to  contagious  diseases,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of 
3.5  per  100,000  population. 

Diphtheria  caused,  in  1947,  97  cases  and  9  deaths  or  a  rate  of 
0.9  per  100,000  population;  it  is  the  first  year  during  which  this 
death  rate  is  below  1.00  per  100,000  population.  This  mortality  rate 
decreased  to  58%  as  compared  to  1946  when  it  was  2.2. 

We  registered  8  deaths  from  whooping-cough  and  only  439 
cases  from  this  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  was  30  with 
2  deaths,  as  compared  to  34  cases  and  2  deaths  in  1946. 

Scarlet-fever  and  German-measles  did  not  manifest  any  signs 
of  epidemic  prevalence  with  respectively  961  and  258  cases  and  no 
deaths. 

Cases  of  chicken-pox,  mumps  and  measles  since  the  beginning 
of  last  fall  were  reported  in  greater  number  and  especially  measles, 
which,  according  to  its  two-year  epidemic  cycle  should  be  pre¬ 
dominant  at  the  beginning  of  1948,  but  which  started  as  early  as 
November. 

Poliomyelitis  of  which  we  registered  an  epidemic  in  1946  caused 
in  1947  only  45  cases  without  a  single  death.  There  has  been  only 
one  death  from  meningococcal  meningitis. 

Syphilis  caused  107  deaths  as  compared  to  109  in  1946  and 
150  in  1942;  its  death  rate  per  100,000  population  is  10.1. 

9  deaths  were  attributable  to  puerperal  septicaemia  in  1947, 
the  same  as  in  1946.  These  are  so  many  avoidable  infections  which 
burden  maternal  mortality. 

The  Control  of  Communicable  Diseases 

To  assure  the  control  of  communicable  diseases,  the  doctors 
of  the  Department  of  Health  made  3,503  control  visits  and  our 
nurses  9,930  visits  to  the  homes;  307  houses  were  placarded  and 
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1,327  disinfections  were  made  in  homes;  2,524  cases  of  communicable 
diseases  were  cared  for  in  Pasteur  and  Alexandra  Hospitals. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

In  1947,  not  a  single  case  or  death  from  smallpox  has  been 
registered.  The  Department  of  Health  continued  its  propaganda 
in  order  that  vaccination  of  young  children,  starting  when  they  are 
3  to  6  months  old,  be  done  more  frequently.  Table  VII  (Division 
of  Communicable  Diseases,  page  80)  shows,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  smallpox 
among  babies  under  one  year  of  age:  2,054  in  1947  compared  to 
1,159  for  the  preceding  year,  and  5,431  among  preschool-age 
children  (0-4),  compared  to  3,609  in  1946. 

In  1947,  18,713  persons  have  been  vaccinated  against  smallpox, 
of  which  17,500  by  the  doctors  of  the  Department  of  Health  in  the 
Well-Baby  Clinics  and  at  the  Vaccination  Bureau,  at  the  City  Hall. 


Immunization  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping-Cough 

During  1947,  16,633  children  have  been  immunized  against 
diphtheria  and  19,753  against  whooping-cough  through  the 
combined  vaccine. 

Of  these,  11,692  children  have  been  immunized  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  14,448  against  whooping-cough  in  the  Municipal  Well- 
Babv  Clinics  and  in  the  schools  by  the  doctors  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  4,941  children  have  been  immunized  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  5,305  against  whooping-cough  by  the  following  organiza¬ 
tions:  3,027  immunized  against  diphtheria  and  3,134  against 
whooping-cough  in  the  18  clinics  (local)  of  the  Gouttes  de  lait 
paroissiales;  878  against  diphtheria  and  1,157  against  whooping- 
cough  in  the  8  bureaux  of  the  Child  Welfare  Association;  131 
children  immunized  against  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough  in 
foundling  homes  and  institutions  and  905  immunized  against  diph¬ 
theria  and  883  against  whooping-cough,  by  private  doctors. 

As  in  the  vaccination  against  smallpox,  the  Department  of 
Health  insists  on  the  immunization  of  young  children,  starting 
when  they  are  six  months  old.  As  propaganda  means  to  that  effect, 
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a  circular,  fac-simile  of  which  is  hereafter  reproduced,  was  sent  to 
the  taxpayers  with  their  statement.

The  text  of  the  letter  sent  to  parents  when  their  children  are 
six  months  old,  to  remind  them  that  they  must  be  immunized,  has 
been  revised  and  republished  under  a  more  attractive  form,  as  you 
may  see  by  the  fac-simile  reproduced  on  page  35. 


The  result  of  this  propaganda  is  that  the  number  of  children 
from  six  months  to  one  year  immunized  in  1947  is  11,331  against 
diphtheria  and  11,500  against  whooping-cough,  compared  to  9,801 
and  9,919  respectively  in  1946. 


Health  Card 

In  1947,  33,297  health  cards  were  issued.  1,283  persons  who 
were  not  protected  against  smallpox  by  the  Jenner  vaccine,  have 
been  vaccinated  and  8  revaccinated.  3,913  blood  tests  were  per¬ 
formed  to  detect  syphilis  and  3,952  smears  were  taken  to  find 
gonorrhoea  cases;  of  these  7,865  examinations,  130  cases  of  syphilis 
and  177  of  gonorrhoea  were  confirmed.  Moreover,  13,403  persons 
were  X-rayed  to  detect  tuberculosis.  Of  these,  72  were  positive  at 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  sputum. 
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Reproduction  of  the  circular  sent  by  the  Department  of  Health  to  mothers  as  soon  as  their  child 
has  reached  the,  age  of  six  months  to  remind  them  that  it  should  be  vaccinated  against  smallpox 

and  immunized  against  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough. 
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I  wish  to  point  out  the  worthy  co-operation  given  to  our  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  X-rays  of  the  lungs  among  persons  for  whom  a  health  card 
is  required,  by  the  Montreal  Anti-tuberculosis  League  Inc.  Following 
a  joint  organization,  the  League,  proceeding  by  health  districts, 
visited  during  1947,  the  St-Jacques,  Maisonneuve,  Rosemont  and 
DeLorimier  districts,  where  12,090  food-handlers,  barbers  and  other 
persons  for  whom  a  health  card  is  required,  have  been  X-rayed 
from  a  pulmonary  point  of  view. 


THE  TUBERCULOSIS  SITUATION 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis,  all  forms,  in  1947,  was  57.6 
per  100,000  population,  compared  with  65.3  in  1946.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  was,  in  1947,  588,  compared  to  658  for  the 
preceding  year,  a  decrease  of  70  deaths  or  7.7  per  100,000  population. 

The  number  of  reported  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  1947  was 
2,349  of  which  2,185  were  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  164  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  death  rate  for  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  is  51.2  per  100,000  population,  while  the  rate  for  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  6.4  per  100,000  population. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  and  the 
mortality  rate  per  100,000  population,  for  five-year  periods  since 
1915  and  yearly  since  1945,  for  tuberculosis  all  forms  and  for 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  other  forms.

During  1947,  the  nine  nurses  attached  to  this  Section  made 
5,630  visits  to  the  homes;  4,346  Vollmer  tuberculin  tests  were  made 
among  children  in  baby  and  preschool  clinics  (municipal)  and  in 
schools. 

At  the  Central  Record  File,  2,349  confirmed  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  all  forms  have  been  registered. 

At  the  Laurier  Municipal  X-ray  Clinic,  28,823  X-rays  were 
taken  in  1947;  the  figures  were  27,627  in  1946,  which  is  a  favorable 
increase  for  1947  of  1,196. 

In  1947,  256  gastric  lavages,  3,834  sputum  analyses  and  856 
cultures  were  performed. 
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The  Montreal  Anti-tuberculosis  League  Inc.,  continued  its 
intensive  campaign  of  detection  of  this  malady  in  industries  and 
its  staff  radiographed,  in  1947,  173,360  persons,  totalling  469,184 
since  June  1943. 

The  total  number  of  pulmonary  radiographs  and  radioscopes, 
taking  at  around  10,000  those  taken  in  general  hospitals  and 
private  doctors’  offices,  reaches  260,402  for  1947,  as  follows:

The  work  of  these  anti-tuberculosis  organizations,  to  which 
must  be  added  the  Sacred-Heart  Llospital,  the  Grace  Dart  Home, 
the  BCG  Clinic  and  other  similar  institutions,  contributes  to  the 
improvement  of  the  tuberculosis  problem  which  will  only  be 
definitely  solved  when  we  will  have  all  the  equipment  and  sana¬ 
torium  beds  we  require.  Since  the  inauguration  of  the  BCG  Clinic, 
in  August  1935,  950  babies  of  tubercular  parents  or  of  families 
where  there  is  a  tuberculous  contact,  have  been  vaccinated  and 
regularly  revaccinated. 

1  wish  to  mention  the  construction,  by  the  provincial  author¬ 
ities,  of  a  500  bed  sanatorium  in  Rosemont,  and  the  project  for  an 
orthopaedic  institute,  which  will  permit  the  release,  for  the  benefit 
of  tuberculous  patients,  of  a  few  hundred  beds  at  the  Sacred-Heart 
Hospital.

DIVISION  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES 

The  organization  of  the  Division  of  Venereal  Diseases  was 
completed  by  the  appointment  of  a  superintendent,  Doctor  F. 
Dussault,  M.P.H. 

2,518  cases  of  syphilis  were  reported  in  Montreal  during  1947. 
For  the  same  period  a  somewhat  higher  number  of  cases  of  gonor¬ 
rhoea  was  reported:  4,305  cases  to  compare  with  3,415  for  the  year 
1946.  110  deaths  attributed  to  syphilis  were  registered  in  1947. 

The  important  facts  of  our  venereal  disease  control  work  in 
1947  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1°  Case-finding: 

a)  877  cases,  supposed  or  confirmed,  of  venereal  infections  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Division  of  Venereal  Diseases 
from  different  sources:  the  health  card,  the  Provincial 
Ministry  of  Health,  etc.  Investigations  led  to  the  finding 
of  170  new  cases  of  venereal  infection,  of  which  syphilis 
accounted  for  62  cases,  gonorrhoea,  for  108. 
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b)  During  1947,  5,291  blood  specimens  were  taken  for  a  serologic 
test  for  syphilis  and  4,330  smears  were  taken  for  the  diagnosis 
of  gonorrhoea. 

\- 

2°  A  verification  of  treatment  was  carried  out  in  156  cases  of 
syphilis. 

3°  The  public  health  nurse  of  this  Division  made  139  visits  to  the 
homes  and  gave  890  interviews  at  the  office. 

4°  Fifteen  educational  meetings  were  organized.  They  consisted 
of  a  talk  on  venereal  diseases,  projection  of  films  and  distribution 
of  literature.  The  attendance  was  estimated  at  more  than  3,500 
persons. 

5°  Co-operation  with  the  Police  Department  was  assured  by 
frequent  meetings  with  the  Director  of  that  Department  and 
the  personnel  of  the  Morality  squad,  concerning  the  factors 
facilitating  the  propagation  of  venereal  diseases,  namely  grills, 
cafes,  night-clubs,  rooming-houses,  taxis,  etc. 

DIVISION  OF  CHILD  HYGIENE 

Maternal  and  Infant  Hygiene 

In  1947,  there  were  26,542  confinements;  of  this  number,  8,842 
mothers,  or  33.3%  were  registered  in  the  various  municipal  or 
pre-natal  clinics  and  in  the  hospitals. 

In  the  Montreal  hospitals  and  maternities  there  are  912 
available  beds  for  obstetrical  cases  of  which  594  are  private  and 
semi-private  and  318  are  public.  Of  the  26,542  confinements, 
22,251  were  made  in  hospitals,  or  83.8%  and  4,291,  or  16.2%  in  the 
homes.  Moreover,  4,692,  or  18.7%  were  public  cases,  of  which 
4,242  were  cared  for  under  the  Quebec  Public  Charities  Act  and 
720  were  conducted  at  home  by  doctors  of  1’ Assistance  maternelle. 

There  are  6  municipal  pre-natal  clinics.  In  these  clinics, 
educational  centres  to  direct  mothers-to-be,  461  mothers,  of  which 
110  inscribed  in  1946,  were  registered  and  followed  up  during  1947. 
The  nurses  of  the  Department  continue  this  year  to  give  lectures 
to  pregnant  wQomen. 
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Two  Well-Baby  and  Preschool  Clinics:  Snowdon  (5035  Clan- 
ranald  Avenue)  and  DeLorimier  (Health  centre,  2165  Mont-Royal 
Avenue  East)  were  opened  and  the  independent  clinic  St-Frangois 
d’ Assise  is  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  municipal  administra¬ 
tion.  In  1947,  there  were  59  Municipal  Well- Baby  Clinics.  The 
independent  clinics  totalled  27:  18  under  the  direction  of  Les 
Gouttes  de  Lait  paroissiales  and  9  under  the  direction  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Association,  giving  a  total  of  86  Well-Baby  and  Preschool 
Clinics  in  Montreal. 

Reports  from  these  different  organizations  show  that  24,101 
infants  and  23,304  children  under  six  years  of  age  were  registered 
and  placed  under  medical  care;  188,391  consultations  were  given 
to  mothers  by  doctors  and  67,137  visits  to  the  homes  were  made  by 
nurses. 

During  July  and  August,  the  two  baby  clinics  at  Lafontaine 
Park  and  Ste-Helene  Island  were  opened  and  626  emergency 
dressings,  1,946  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  were  made  and 
35  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  were  examined. 

The  Department  of  Health  continued  to  exercise  assiduous 
supervision  over  23  children’s  boarding  houses  and  20  private 
hospitals,  operating  under  City  Licences.  There  are  besides  567 
foster  homes  under  our  supervision  and  which  are  directed  by 
voluntary  organizations.  The  two  nurses  specially  charged  with 
this  work  made  3,545  visits  and  investigations. 

Medical  Inspection  in  Schools 

During  the  school  year  1946-47,  the  physicians  and  nurses  of 
the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  performed  the  medical  inspection  in 
337  schools,  219  of  the  Montreal  Catholic  School  Commission,  46 
of  the  Protestant  Board  of  School  Commissioners  and  72  private 
schools,  attended  by  133,398  pupils. 

Our  doctors  made  6,833  visits  in  schools;  58,183  (43.6%) 
pupils  were  given  a  periodical  examination,  of  whom  25,815  (44.4%) 
showed  physical  defects.  Parents  assisted  at  the  examination  of 
4,356.  This  consists  in  a  complete  medical  examination  at  definite 
times.  Moreover,  13,057  special  cases  were  referred  to  doctors. 
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Among  important  physical  defects  discovered  were  noted: 
lymphatic  system,  9,213  or  15.8%  of  all  pupils  examined ;  enlarged 
tonsils,  7,600,  or  11.0%;  undernourishment,  5,695,  or  9.7%; 
defective  vision,  4,687,  or  8.0%;  nasal  obstruction,  3,519,  or  6.5%. 

Our  nurses  made  34,421  visits  in  schools.  During  their  visits 
in  classes  they  performed  537,392  examinations;  this  means  that 
each  pupil  has  been  examined  by  a  nurse  an  average  of  4  times 
during  the  school  year,  for  uncleanliness,  pediculosis,  skin  trouble, 
apparent  defects,  etc. 

Re-examination  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  of  17,097  pupils 
with  physical  defects  showed  that  5,482  had  been  cared  for  and 
cured  while  2,460  were  under  treatment,  making  a  total  of  7,942, 
or  46.4%  whose  defects  were  corrected.  Let  us  note  here  that  1,500 
with  enlarged  tonsils  and  910  with  adenoids  were  operated  upon; 
2,710  with  poor  sight  were  given  glasses,  many  of  which  were 
furnished  free  of  charge  by  hospitals  or  associations. 

A  series  of  five  courses  in  First  Aid  was  given  by  our  doctors 
and  nurses  in  76  schools  of  the  Catholic  School  Commission;  1,837 
candidates  passed  the  examinations  successfully.  Moreover,  173 
officers  and  cadets  of  the  Police  Department  have  passed  their 
examination  under  the  supervision  of  the  physicians  attached  to 
the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene. 

In  the  City  clinics  and  in  the  schools,  our  doctors  have  im¬ 
munized,  in  1947,  11,692  children  against  diphtheria,  14,448  against 
whooping-cough  and  have  vaccinated  16,666  against  smallpox; 
2,968  had  tuberculin  test. 

Mental  Hygiene 

Following  preliminary  detection  by  the  teaching  staff  in  63 
schools,  3,880  pupils  were  given  the  Binet-Simon  mental  test. 
This  specialized  test  is  for  the  purpose  of  finding  the  children  whose 
I.Q.  demonstrates  backwardness  and  who  should  be  placed  in 
special  classes. 

At  the  Laurier  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic,  629  pupils  were  ex¬ 
amined,  of  whom  87  had  been  referred  by  the  Juvenile  Court. 
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These  cases  required  604  investigations  by  the  nurses  entrusted 
with  this  work. 

Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 

During  the  1946-47  school  year,  2,948  directors  and  teachers, 
religious  and  laymen,  have  been  examined,  of  which  2,258  by  the 
doctors  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  690  by  their  own  physician. 

Vacation  Camps 

At  the  end  of  June  and  during  July  and  August  1947,  the 
doctors  and  nurses  of  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  made  the 
medical  examination  of  4,257  children  before  they  left  for  summer 
camps  specially  opened  for  the  children  of  the  district  of  Montreal, 
such  as  “Les  Greves”,  “La  Colonie  Jeanne  d’Arc”,  “Le  Camp  Le 
Grillon”  and  various  Boys-Scouts  and  Guides  Associations,  etc. 
The  aim  of  this  examination  is  to  eliminate  communicable  and 
parasite  diseases  and  to  control  vaccination. 

Nutrition 

16  courses  were  given  on  proper  food  and  13  visits  and  special 
investigations  were  made  during  1947.  Eleven  public  lectures  were 
given  on  nutrition. 


DENTAL  HYGIENE 

During  the  year  1947,  a  new  municipal  dental  clinic  was  opened 
at  the  Park  Extension  clinic  and  special  clinics  were  organized  at 
La  Creche  St-Paul,  rOrphelinat  catholique  and  l’Asile  Ste-Cune- 
gonde. 

In  co-operation  with  the  League  of  Dental  Hygiene,  the  section 
of  dental  hygiene  of  the  Department  of  Health  continued  during 
1947  its  educational  work  in  the  schools. 

In  the  12  municipal  dental  clinics,  16,686  children  were 
examined  and  received  41,853  treatments  for  extraction,  fillings 
and  dressings. 
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In  the  schools  (1946-47),  55,025  pupils  had  their  teeth  ex¬ 
amined;  128,759  decayed  teeth  were  discovered  among  the  39,335 
cases  examined,  or  71.4%  of  the  pupils  examined. 

At  the  Municipal  Orthodontia  Clinic,  located  in  the  Dental 
Faculty  of  the  Universite  de  Montreal,  (2900  Mont-Royal  Bou¬ 
levard),  172  children  were  examined  and  101  are  under  treatment. 


DIVISION  OF  FOOD  INSPECTION 

During  1947,  123,678  gallons  of  milk,  cream  or  ice  cream  were 
consumed  daily,  in  Montreal,  of  which  108,509  was  milk,  compared 
to  113,623  in  1946,  a  decrease  of  5,114  gallons  per  day.  This  daily 
consumption  is  divided  as  follows:  107,712  gallons  of  pasteurized 
milk,  or  99.27%  of  the  total  and  797  gallons  cf  special  (raw)  milk, 
or  0.73%  of  all  the  milk  sold. 

There  were  5,197  farms  supplying  milk  and  kept  under  super¬ 
vision,  which  required  15,913  inspections  by  the  veterinaries  of  the 
Department  of  Health. 

There  were  35  pasteurizing  establishments  and  12  raw  milk 
stations,  47  in  all,  which  required  4,753  inspections.  There  were 
6,631  other  places  where  milk  is  handled  which  were  visited : 
groceries,  hotels,  restaurants,  dining  rooms,  etc.  1,371  wagons  and 
trucks  doing  milk  transport  were  kept  under  supervision. 

These  inspections  were  completed  by  the  collecting  of  samples 
of  milk  and  its  by-products,  totalling  15,670  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analyses  and  by  124,139  other  examinations  for  lacto- 
sedimentation,  temperature,  organoleptic  tests,  etc. 

The  average  butter  fat  of  milk  sold  in  Montreal  in  1947  was 
3.459%  and  the  density  1.0295. 

There  were  40,976  inspections  made  in  1,662  establishments 
including  markets,  butcher  shops,  fish  stalls,  packing  plants  and 
abattoirs;  209,153  carcasses  were  inspected  in  meat  inspection 
stations,  abattoirs,  public  markets  and  wholesale  stores;  504 
carcasses  and  285,134  pounds  of  meat  of  all  kinds  were  confiscated; 
983  bacteriological,  physical  and  chemical  analyses  were  made. 
Eggs  to  the  number  of  36,236  were  candled,  of  which  93  were 
rejected. 
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Moreover,  there  are  in  Montreal  6,937  other  establishments: 
bakeries,  restaurants,  dining  rooms,  groceries,  food  establishments 
and  1,118  delivery  vehicles  which  requested,  in  1947,  44,747 
inspections.  A  total  of  443,350  pounds  of  fruits,  vegetables  and 
other  food-stuffs  was  condemned. 

In  1947,  355  actions  were  taken  to  Court  and  26,466  notices 
were  sent  out. 


DIVISION  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTION 


The  operations  of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Inspection  were 
greatly  hindered  during  the  year  1947  due  to  the  scarcity  of  materials 
and  lack  of  specialized  labor.  The  erection  of  new  dwellings  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  the  population  has  been  insufficient  and  it  was 
impossible  for  us  to  force  people  to  evacuate  unsanitary  dwellings, 
owing  to  a  lack  of  more  appropriate  premises. 

In  certain  sections,  however,  more  work  has  been  done  than 
during  the  previous  years.  The  eradication  of  noxious  weeds  during 
the  summer  months  has  been  effective;  1,440  acres  of  vacant  lots 
where  ragweed,  poison-ivy,  etc.,  were  present,  were  sprayed  with 
2,4-D  by  the  employees  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
supervised  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  of  the  Department  of  Health. 
To  ascertain  the  results  of  this  work,  18  collecting  stations  of 
ragweed  pollen  were  installed  within  the  limits  of  the  City.  The 
supervision  of  the  refuse  disposal,  begun  in  1947,  has  also  given 
good  results. 

The  inspectors  of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Inspection  made 
175,108  visits  during  1947,  in  order  to  control  public  sanitation. 
Inspection  of  dwellings  totalling  64,157  showed  that  there  were 
defects  in  14,788  premises;  8,673  were  found  to  be  filthy. 

No  building  may  be  erected  or  altered  without  a  city  permit 
and,  in  1947,  5,574  were  issued.  There  were  4,019  plumbing  permits 
issued  and  our  inspectors  made  8,935  smoke,  air  or  water  tests  of 
piping. 
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Children’s  boarding  homes,  hospitals,  public  buildings,  stores 
of  all  kinds,  theatres,  public  halls,  educational  establishments, 
laundries,  barber  and  hairdressing  shops,  upholstering  plants, 
massage  parlors,  funeral  directors’  premises  required  34,999  inspec¬ 
tions,  of  which  5,589  were  found  defective  or  in  contravention  with 
By-laws  and  6,047  were  found  filthy  or  with  deficiencies. 

Free  spaces,  vacant  lots,  lanes,  yards,  etc.,  required  42,155 
inspections  to  discover  nuisances;  33,421  visits  were  made  to  look 
for  noxious  weeds. 

According  to  By-law  No.  1275,  all  fumigation  with  cyanogen 
gas  was  supervised  and  no  accidents  were  reported  in  1947  from 
any  of  the  4  fumigations. 

The  control  over  public  baths  required  870  inspections  and  the 
taking  of  594  water  samples. 

Licences  totalling  3,855  were  granted  and  43,828  notices  were 
sent  out. 

The  Division  of  Sanitary  Inspection  also  took  an  active  part 
in  numerous  public  campaigns  and  distributed  thousands  of  pam¬ 
phlets,  circulars,  cards,  asking  the  public  to  practise  cleanliness 
inside  and  outside  their  homes,  and  showing  how  vermin  and 
weeds  may  be  eliminated. 


DIVISION  OF  LABORATORIES 


The  number  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses,  in  1947, 
has  increased;  there  have  been  85,403  as  compared  to  81,757  in 
1946,  an  increase  of  3,646.  These  analyses  are  distributed  as  follows:

DIVISION  OF  MEDICAL  CONTROL 

During  1947,  the  examining  and  visiting  doctors  visited  at 
home  or  examined  in  the  office  of  the  division  all  civic  employees 
reported  sick,  which  required  6,394  examinations  and  reports. 

In  the  medico-legal  section  the  doctor  in  charge  examined  2,354 
victims  of  accidents  while  at  work  and  made  1,025  reports.  The 
preparation  of  expert  evidence  for  the  Law  Department  required 
714  examinations  and  714  reports.  There  were  1,325  examinations 
made  for  the  Pension  Fund  of  the  municipal  employees,  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments,  applicants  for  work  or  superannuation. 


DIVISION  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  highlights  of  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics  are  as  follows: 

1°  Substitution  of  the  classification  of  vital  statistical  records  in 
chronological  order  for  the  numerical  order  so  that  it  may 
conform  to  those  of  the  Provincial  and  Federal  Governments. 

2°  Use  of  the  new  classification  of  causes  of  stillbirths  for  Canada, 
drafted  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  on  an  experi¬ 
mental  basis  in  Montreal. 

3°  Follow-up,  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August  1947, 
of  the  research  work  undertaken  in  co-operation  with  the 
Universities  of  Montreal  and  McGill  in  order  to  establish 
social  areas. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  EDUCATION 


The  Department  of  Health  has  issued  the  Annual  Report  for 
1946,  the  Preliminary  Report,  the  Health  Bulletin  (bimonthly), 
weekly  releases  to  newspapers  Department  of  Health  Calling 
Montreal  and  other  articles.  Talks  were  given  at  radio  stations 
on  various  subjects:  tuberculosis,  venereal  diseases,  proper  nutrition, 
general  health,  etc. 

Antivenereal,  proper  nutrition  and  dental  hygiene  campaigns 
have  been  continued  in  the  schools.  Our  Department  has  co¬ 
operated  with  the  National  Immunization  Week  launched  by 
the  Health  League  of  Canada,  the  Clean-Up  Week  including  the 
flower  parade,  the  Christmas  Seals’  Campaign  sponsored  by 
the  Montreal  Anti-tuberculosis  League  Inc. 

During  1947,  .Station  CKAC  co-operated  with  this  Depart¬ 
ment  through  a  monthly  15-minute  programme  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Director  under  the  auspices  of  La  Tribune  des  Conferenciers 
—  Quart  d’heure  de  Concordia  and  also  a  five-minute  programme, 
from  September,  every  Friday,  at  7.00  P.M. :  Health  and  Hygiene. 
The  City  Administrators  and  myself  are  most  grateful  to  CKAC 
directors,  Hon  P.  R.  DuTremblay,  Mr.  Phil.  Lalonde  and  Mr. 
Claude  Bourgeois,  the  promotor. 


Moreover,  the  Department  of  Health  extends  its  collaboration 
to  both  local  universities  regarding  public  health  field  work.  There 
are  professors  and  lecturers  among  our  staff.  The  Department  of 
Health  co-operates  with  the  new  School  of  Hygiene  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  de  Montreal  as  is  done  with  other  faculties:  medicine,  dental 
hygiene,  school  of  public  health  nurses  and  social  services. 


We  have  been  honoured  by  visitors  among  whom :  Dr.  W.  A. 
McIntosh  and  his  colleague  of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  Dr.  H. 
Smith;  Sir  Wilson  Jamieson  and  Sir  Allan  Daley  of  England,  Sir 
Andrew  Davison  (Scotland)  and  others  from  Australia,  West  Indies, 
Palestine,  etc.  A  Medical  Health  Officer  of  the  School  of  Hygiene 
of  Toronto  University  made  a  survey  in  our  Department  in  order 
to  set  up  field  work. 
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The  City  has  again  granted  scholarships  to  10  members  of  our 
staff:  6  doctors,  1  engineer  and  3  nurses. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Health  was  officially 
delegated  to  the  International  Congress  of  Catholic  Doctors  held 
in  Lisbon,  Portugal,  where  he  took  part  in  the  sessions;  to  the 
American  Public  Health  Association  held  in  Atlantic  City,  U.S., 
and  to  the  Canadian  Public  Health  Association  held  in  Quebec. 
Other  members  of  the  staff  also  took  part  in  these  last  two  and 
delivered  lectures. 


DIVISION  OF  HEALTH  DISTRICTS 


I'he  most  important  event  in  the  general  organization  of  health 
districts  has  been  the  formation,  as  at  November  1st,  of  the  Division 
of  Health  Districts  entailing  the  transfer  from  the  Division  of  Child 
Hygiene,  of  22  doctors  and  142  nurses  performing  generalized  duties 
in  the  various  city  districts.  As  at  December  31st,  the  staff  numbers 
184  including:  District  Health  Officers,  Supervisor  Nurses,  Chief 
Nurse  and  her  assistants,  the  Special  Officer  and  Chief  of  the  Health 
Districts,  his  assistant  and  the  office  staff. 

In  February,  the  Department  of  Health  and  the  Montreal 
Anti-tuberculosis  League  Inc.  came  to  an  agreement  in  order  to 
elaborate  a  programme  of  radiological  examination  in  the  health 
districts,  proceeding  in  each  parish,  for  persons  obliged  to  carry  a 
health  card:  food  handlers,  barbers,  hairdressers,  etc.,  parishioners, 
pupils,  teachers  and  employees  in  small  factories.  This  radiological 
examination  has  been  carried  on  in  the  four  health  districts:  St- 
Jacques,  Maisonneuve,  Rosemont  and  DeLorimier,  totalling  39,741 
free  X-rays. 

Another  agreement  was  soon  arrived  at  after  consultation  with 
the  authorities  of  McGill  University,  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Medicine,  regarding  the  opening  of  an  eighth  health  district. 
The  organization  of  this  new  district  “Western  Health  District” 
has  entailed  the  appointment  of  Dr.  E.  A.  Blumenfeld,  as  District 
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Health  Officer  and  Miss  G.  Cot6,  Public  Health  Nurse,  as  Nurse 
Supervisor.  The  administrative  office  of  this  district  is  located  in 
the  building  of  the  School  of  Hygiene.  This  new  district  will  give 
the  pre-medical  students  and  public  health  student  nurses  an 
opportunity  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  field  work  concerning 
the  local  organization  of  the  Department  of  Health,  together  with 
their  studies  at  the  School  of  Hygiene. 

During  1947,  Dr.  P.  E.  Hamelin,  D.P.H.,  was  appointed 
District  Health  Officer  of  the  Northern  District.  He  had  been  in 
charge  temporarily. 

Scholarships  were  granted  to  doctors  for  surveys  in  Baltimore, 
New  York  and  Boston,  regarding  the  health  district  organization. 


Section  of  Nursing 


During  1947,  180  nurses  were  attached  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  72  of  them  are  public  health  nurses  and  108  nurses.  Of 
this  total,  142  are  attached  to  the  Division  of  Health  Districts, 
2  at  the  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  9  at  the  Section  of 
Tuberculosis,  1  at  the  Division  of  Venereal  Diseases  and  23  at  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene,  9  of  whom  at  the  Section  of  Mental 
Hygiene,  11  at  the  Section  of  Dental  Hygiene,  3  in  specialized  work 
and  3  are  following  post-graduate  studies  as  holders  of  City  scholar¬ 
ships. 

In  1947,  the  several  reports  show  that  they  made  113,541 
visits  to  the  homes,  as  follows: 

a.  control  of  communicable  diseases  (including  tuberculosis 


and  venereal  diseases) . 15,214 

b.  school  duties . 39,212 

c.  pre-natal  and  baby  clinics .  49,549 

d.  special  visits  and  investigations .  3,545 

e.  visits  for  adults .  6,021 
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Moreover,  the  nurses  made  34,421  visits  in  the  schools.  In 
schools,  in  addition  to  assisting  the  doctor,  the  nurses  carry  out 
systematically  the  examinations  of  pupils  in  classes;  in  1946-47, 
they  made  537,392  such  examinations  and  26,090  emergency 
dressings.  To  this,  must  be  added  the  work  accomplished  in  special 
examinations,  as  aforesaid. 


THE  STAFF 


Dr.  J.  H.  Gervais,  D.P.H.,  who  was  Superintendent  of  the 
Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  since  1928,  retired  on  Decem¬ 
ber  1st,  1947.  He  had  been  with  the  Department  of  Health  of 
Montreal  for  almost  34  years;  he  will  always  be  well  remembered. 
He  has  given  the  best  of  himself  and  has  rendered  good  and  loyal 
services,  (see  Health  Bulletin — vol.  33,  no.  4 — July-August  1947 — 
page  14.) 

Promotions 

Dr.  Gustave  Charest,  M.P.H.,  public  health  doctor,  has  been 
appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Gervais  as  superintendent  of  the  Division 
of  Communicable  Diseases.  On  September  1944,  he  was  awarded 
a  scholarship  by  the  City  of  Montreal  to  study  at  the  School  of 
Hygiene  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  where  he  obtained  a  diploma 
in  public  health  (D.P.H.).  Upon  his  return,  he  was  appointed 
public  health  doctor  at  that  Division.  Since  his  appointment 
with  the  Department  of  Health,  in  1939,  he  was  working  at  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene  and  at  the  Division  of  Laboratories.  In 
1946,  he  was  granted  a  scholarship  from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation 
and  studied  at  the  Herman  Kieffer  Hospital,  Detroit,  where  he 
pursued  specialized  studies  in  public  health  and  in  epidemiology 
and  at  the  School  of  Hygiene  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Balti¬ 
more,  where  he  obtained  his  degree  of  Master  in  Public  Health 
(M.P.H.). 

Dr.  Fernand  Dussault,  M.P.H.,  bacteriologist  (doctor)  has 
been  appointed,  in  October  1947,  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of 
Venereal  Diseases. 
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As  holder  of  a  scholarship,  he  secured  his  Master  in  Public 
Health  degree  from  the  School  of  Hygiene  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  1935  and  in  1947,  he  was  granted  a  four  months’  leave 
of  absence  and  a  scholarship  from  the  City  to  study,  first,  venereal 
diseases  at  Harvard  University  and  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
organization  of  venereal  diseases  control  in  New  York,  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia  and  Albany. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Piliatrau.lt,  phtisiologist  in  the  Section  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  has  been  appointed  assistant-chief  of  said  Section,  after 
he  has  secured,  as  holder  of  a  scholarship  from  the  City,  his  diploma 
in  Public  Health  (D.P.H.)  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  He  has 
also  studied  the  sanitary  organizations  of  New  York  and  Chicago. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Hamelin,  D.P.H.  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Blumenfeld, 
D.P.H.,  Public  Health  Doctors  at  the  Division  of  Health  Districts, 
have  been  appointed  as  District  Health  Officers.  They  have 
studied  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  as  holders  of  a  scholarship 
by  the  City  in  1946,  where  they  secured  their  diploma  in  Public 
Health.  Subsequently,  they  have  been  appointed  Public  Health 
Doctors. 

Dr.  R.  Maille,  doctor  at  the  Division  of  Health  Districts,  has 
been  appointed  Public  Health  Doctor,  after  he  secured  his  diploma 
in  Public  Health  (D.P.H.)  at  the  School  of  Hygiene  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  de  Montreal. 

Miss  Gabrielle  Cote,  Public  Health  Nurse  at  the  Division  of 
Health  Districts,  has  been  appointed  Supervisor  Nurse.  Holder  of 
a  scholarship  by  the  City,  Miss  Cote  secured  her  Public  Health 
Nurse  Diploma,  after  studies  at  McGill  University. 

Miss  C.  A.  Lessard  and  Miss  B.  M.  Leroux,  nurses  at  the 
Division  of  Child  Hygiene  and  Miss  G.  Dallaire,  nurse  at  the 
Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  have  been  appointed  Public 
Health  Nurses,  after  they  secured,  as  holders  of  scholarship  from 
the  City,  their  Public  Health  Nurse  Diploma,  the  first  one  from 
McGill  University  and  the  others,  from  the  Universite  de  Montreal. 

Scholarships 

Dr.  Bertrand  Primeau,  doctor  in  the  Division  of  Child 
Hygiene,  has  been  granted  a  scholarship  by  the  Rockefeller  Founda- 
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tion  to  specialize  at  the  School  of  Hygiene,  Harvard  University, 
Boston.

School  of  Engineering,  Harvard  University;  Misses  R.  A.  Lemay, 
3.  Beaulieu  and  C.  M.  Dube,  nurses  in  the  Division  of  Child 
Hygiene,  followed  courses  in  Public  Health:  the  two  first  at  the 
Ecole  des  infirmieres  hygienistes  de  l’Universite  de  Montreal  and 
the  third  one  at  the  School  for  Graduate  Nurses  of  McGill  Uni¬ 
versity. 

Dr.  J.  N.  Laporte,  assistant  director  and  superintendent  of 
the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene,  Dr.  J.  A.  LandrevilJe,  special 
officer  and  assistant  chief  of  the  Division  of  Health  Districts, 
Dr.  Jules  Beauvilliers  and  Dr.  Clement  de  Guise,  Districts 
Health  Officers,  have  been  granted  scholarships  by  the  City  to 
study  in  New  York,  Boston,  Baltimore,  the  latest  developments  in 
the  organizations  of  Health  Districts  in  these  large  centres. 


New  C.S.I.’s.  (Certificate  in  Sanitary  Inspection) 

Nine  employees  of  the  Department  of  Health  have  successfully 
passed  the  final  examinations  of  the  Canadian  Public  Health 
Association  and  obtained  their  diploma  of  C.S.I.  (C.)  (Certificate 
in  Sanitary  Inspection).

The  Annual  Report 

In  1947,  we  published  the  1946  Annual  Report  which  contained 
the  report  of  the  Director  on  the  Statement  of  Expenditure  (1946- 
1947),  an  appreciation  of  the  demographic  movement  with  com¬ 
ments  (population,  natural  increase  of  population,  births,  marriages, 
deaths,  principal  causes  of  general  mortality,  maternal  mortality 
and  infant  mortality) ;  a  chapter  on  contagious  diseases,  smallpox 
and  vaccination,  diphtheria  and  immunization,  combined  vaccine 
and  whooping-cough,  situation  of  tuberculosis;  the  fight  against 
venereal  diseases  in  Montreal  in  1946;  a  chapter  on  child  hygiene 
(the  nurses,  dental  hygiene,  normal  nutrition  campaign) ;  a  chapter 
on  the  inspection  of  milk  and  food,  sanitary  inspection  division, 
the  work  of  laboratories,  medical  control  division,  vital  statistics, 
the  section  of  public  health  education,  health  districts;  the  personnel 
(scholarships,  certificates  of  sanitary  inspection  (C.S.I.);  the  epid¬ 
emic  of  poliomyelitis  in  Montreal  during  1946;  the  Board  of  Health; 
then  came  the  Section  of  Public  Health  Education  and  the  .Section 
of  Health  Districts. 
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The  Health  Bulletin 

The  Health  Bulletin  was  published  every  other  month,  during 
the  year  1947.  Here  are  the  main  articles:  The  World  Health 
Organization  (W.H.O.),  by  Dr.  Ad.  Groulx;  Medical  Inspection  of 
Schools,  by  Dr.  Ad.  Groulx;  Medical  Examination  at  the  University 
of  Montreal,  by  Dr.  J.  N.  Laporte;  Dental  Hygiene,  by  Dr.  Ad.

Radio 

Under  the  auspices  of  various  associations  and  through  the 
courtesy  of  radio  stations,  members  of  our  personnel  have  given 
talks  on  the  following  questions:  Hygiene  and  preventive  medicine, 
the  fight  against  venereal  diseases,  the  propaganda  of  social  and 
public  health,  the  fight  against  tuberculosis,  the  fight  against 
alcoholism.  At  the  “CKAC  Speakers  Platform”,  a  broadcast 
called  “Concordia  15-minute  period”  is  put  at  the  disposal  of 
the  City.  Once  a  month,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Health 
is  invited  to  deliver  a  radio-talk  on  the  different  activities  of  his 
department.  At  the  same  station,  talks  were  given  on  the  program 
“Hygiene  and  Health”,  starting  from  October  3rd  1947,  on  the 
following  subjects:  Hygiene  and  Health,  Immunization  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping-cough,  Dental  Hygiene,  News  of  the 
Department  of  Health,  Garbage  disposal  and  the  cleanliness  of  the 
City  of  Montreal,  Medical  inspection  of  schools,  Food  poisoning, 
The  destruction  of  plants  harmful  to  the  health  of  the  population, 
Seasonal  ailments,  A  few  facts  concerning  the  fight  against  tuber¬ 
culosis,  Project  on  health  centres,  The  Christmas  Seal  Campaign. 

Newspapers 

From  time  to  time  and  according  to  circumstances,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  has  transmitted  to  the  newspapers,  news  items  and 
releases  which  tend  to  interest  the  public  and  safeguard  it  against 
the  ill-effects  of  sickness.  The  preservation  of  health  is  always  the 
purpose  of  our  department. 
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As  in  the  preceding  years,  the  Section  of  Public  Health  Educa¬ 
tion  has  offered  special  and  unceasing  collaboration  to  the  news¬ 
papers  and  periodicals. 

More  than  900  different  articles  were  published  linder  various 
titles:  Department  of  Health;  Health  is  Wealth;  To  Serve 
your  Health;  Safeguard  your  Health;  The  Good  Health 
Bulletin;  Meditation;  The  Living  Capital;  A  Health  Idea 
every  day;  etc. 

Moreover,  we  have  continued,  in  1947,  the  publication  of  a 
weekly  release  entitled:  “The  Department  of  Health  Calling 
Montreal’1.  It  is  a  short  paragraph,  in  simple  style  and  concise, 
which  is  sent,  every  week,  to  all  the  newspapers  of  the  Metropolis. 
This  article  is  a  survey  of  all  questions  on  hygiene,  preventive 
medicine  and  social  medicine,  likely  to  interest  the  individual,  the 
family  and  society. 

As  usual,  the  newspapers,  during  the  year  1947,  have  given 
special  attention  to  all  releases,  news  and  articles  we  have  addressed 
them. 

The  co-operation  of  dailies  and  of  radio  stations  has  always 
been  of  the  greatest  help  to  an  organization  such  as  the  Department 
of  Health.  It  is  a  fact  universally  known  that  publicity,  through 
newspapers  and  radio  stations,  constitutes,  at  the  present  time, 
a  mean  of  propaganda  beyond  comparison  and  of  extraordinary 
power. 

The  Section  of  Public  Health  Education  is  therefore  performing 
an  agreeable  duty  in  thanking  the  press  and  radio  stations  for  the 
collaboration  they  are  giving  us.  It  is  due  to  this  co-operation  that 
the  Department  of  Health  can  spread  among  ail  the  ranks  of  the 
population  every  idea  capable  of  serving  public  health.

The  mortality  rate  of  tuberculosis  by  100,000  of  population 
has  reached  in  1947  its  lowest  mark  56  4.  All  those  who  devote 
themselves  to  ripe  out  tuberculosis  in  Montreal  should  be  proud 
of  such  an  achievement. 

Central  file  recording 

The  central  file  register  allows  us  to  give  on  the  tuberculosis 
problem  some  statistical  data  which  if  they  do  not  have  all  the 
accuracy  we  are  aiming  at,  are  still  sufficient  to  emphasize  the  weak 
points  of  our  system.  We  are  grateful  to  the  antituberculosis 
institutes,  sanatoria,  hospitals  and  the  doctors  who  have  provided 
us  in  the  course  of  1947  with  the  essential  information  pertaining 
to  the  standards  of  a  good  filing  system.

a)  The  mass  X-ray  surveys  made  during  the  last  few  years 
which  have  rendered  possible  the  finding  of  quite  a  few  cases  which 
before  were  unknown  or  unwilling  to  be  reported.

The  present  superintendent  took  charge  of  the  Division  on 
September  the  30th.  Up  to  that  time,  and  since  its  creation,  the 
Venereal  Disease  Division  was  the  responsibility  of  Dr.  C.  A. 
Bourdon,  Special  Officer  and  Chief  of  the  Health  Districts,  acting 
temporarily  as  superintendent. 

Cases  of  877  persons,  infected  or  presumed  infected  with  a 
venereal  disease,  were  brought  to  our  attention  as  follows: 


a)  in  co-ordination  with  the 

Health  Card  Section .  427 

b)  in  co-operation  with  the 

Provincial  Venereal  Disease  Division .  336 

c)  at  the  office . 114 


The  Public  Health  Nurse  of  the  Division  made  139  home  visits 
and  conducted  890  interviews  at  the  office  in  relation  with  our 
venereal  disease  control  work. 

A  few  meetings  took  place  with  the  Director  of  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Morality  Squad  con¬ 
cerning  certain  elements  or  agents  of  propagation  of  venereal 
diseases  in  Montreal.  Every  time  any  information  or  a  report 
reached  the  Division  involving  such  elements  or  agents  (procurers, 
taxi  drivers,  tourist  rooms,  cafes,  grills,  etc.)  the  information  was 
passed  to  the  Director  of  the  Police  Department. 

During  the  year,  fifteen  educational  meetings  were  organized 
at  which  3,555  persons  attended.  In  each  instance  a  medical  officer 
from  the  Department  of  Health  gave  a  talk  supplying  essential 
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notions  on  venereal  disease  and  information  on  the  venereal 
problem.  Films  were  also  shown  and  literature  distributed. 

Case  finding 

Persons  concerned  in  cases  mentioned  in  Fable  1  were  not 
aware  of  their  infection  and,  for  most  of  them,  were  liable  to  transmit 
the  disease  to  others.  By  our  care,  they  were  informed  of  their 
situation  and  brought  to  treatment.

Verification  of  treatment  (syphilis) 

When  a  medical  certificate  or  a  personal  avowal  of  infection 
supplies  evidence  of  a  case  of  syphilis  already  diagnosed  we  in¬ 
vestigate  in  order  to  establish  where  the  patient  stands  as  regards 
treatment.  156  investigations  gave  us  the  following  results:

WELL-BABY  AND  PRESCHOOL  CLINICS 

At  the  beginning  of  April  1047,  St-Frangois-d’Assises  well-baby 
clinic,  under  the  direction  of  Les  Gouttes  de  lait  paroissiales, 
passed  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Health. 

Two  other  well-baby  clinics  were  opened  during  April,  Snowdon 
and  De  Lorimier,  (the  former  De  Lorimier  clinic  being  changed  to 
St-Pierre-Claver),  which  brings  the  number  of  municipal  well-baby 
clinics  to  59. 

Besides,  27  independent  clinics,  of  which  18  French  (19  during 
7  months)  directed  by  Les  Gouttes  de  lait  paroissiales  and  9 
English  directed  by  the  Child  Welfare  Association,  continued 
operating  in  the  City  limits  of  Montreal.  An  annual  subsidy  of 
$8,500.00  was  granted  them  by  the  City.

CONTROL  EXAMINATION  AND  CORRECTION  OF 

PHYSICAL  DEFECTS 
School  year  1946-1947 

The  control  examination  or  re-examination  is  made  by  the 
physicians  and  the  nurses  to  discover  among  the  pupils  who  were 
given  a  “Notice  to  parents”,  those  whose  defects  were  corrected. 

This  re-examination  is  made  by  the  nurses  each  month,  and 
those  treated  are  shown  to  the  doctor  who  checks  to  what  extent 
correction  is  obtained.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year  a  general 
re-examination  is  made  in  order  to  estimate  the  complete  results 
obtained  in  the  course  of  the  school  year. 

Those  pupils  who  had  a  notice  undergo  re-examination  if  the 
notice  was  not  annulled  by  the  correction  of  the  indicated  defects, 
or  if  the  pupils  had  not  in  turn  undergone  a  new  periodic  physical 
examination. 

The  results  of  these  re-examinations,  showing  the  correction 
of  physical  defects  obtained  in  the  course  of  the  school  year  1946- 
1947,  will  be  found  in  Table  IX  which  follows.

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4.  FIRST  AID  LECTURES 

During  the  year  1947  lectures  on  First  Aid  have  been  given  by 
our  doctors  and  nurses  in  76  schools  of  the  Catholic  School  Com¬ 
mission;  1,837  candidates  have  successfully  passed  the  examination. 

173  members  of  the  Police  Department,  officers  and  cadets, 
have  undergone  a  First  Aid  examination  under  the  supervision  of 
the  doctors  of  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene. 


5.  SUMMER  CAMPS 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  June  and  during  July  and 
August  1947,  the  doctors  and  nurses  of  the  Division  of  Child 
Hygiene  made  a  medical  examination  of  4257  children  before 
departure  for  various  summer  camps.  The  medical  examination 
consists  particularly  in  detecting  communicable  diseases,  skin 
diseases,  parasites,  etc.,  and  in  eliminating  all  suspected  cases. 
Each  child  must  show  evidence  of  successful  vaccination,  if  not 
he  is  refused  permission  to  depart  for  camp.

The  report  of  the  Division  of  Medical  Control  is  divided  into 
two  parts,  as  follows:

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS: 

The  first  part  includes  medical  examination  of  and  visits  made 
to  employees  who  are  absent  through  illness;  in  1947,  there  has  been 
6,287  reports  made  and  107  “special  reports”  concerning  physical 
condition:  6,394  all  together. 

As  the  Social  Welfare  Department  has  no  attendant  physician, 
our  doctors  are  called  upon  for  examining  the  refugees  of  Meurling 
Refuge  as  they  enter  at  night,  and  vaccinating  them  when  necessary. 
Moreover,  every  Friday,  the  children  leaving  for  an  orphanage  or 
returning,  also  receive  a  thorough  physical  test.  The  sick  or  invalid 
requesting  admission  to  sanatorium  or  refuges  are  visited  by  our 
doctors. 

We  have  taken  care  of  many  urgent  cases  which  took  place  in 
our  premises.
